star would rather avoid. 
DKln't Like Mud Figlit. 


Not long ago, for example, a picture 
was being made which contained a 
children's mud fight. 
The star, who 
was supposed to be the 
principal 


childish antagonist, did not Hkejhe 
Idea of having herself splattered with 
mud, 
so the director 
simply 
sum- 


moned on extra girl,- who was about 
the same height and general 
build, 


and had her receive the mud. Dressea 
in the same kind of clothes, with her 
face smeared with .the brown .liquid, 
she was easllv mistaken for the star, 
and the audielce never knew the dlf- 


einnanother case a star, who was act- 
ing the part of an Indian princess 
scantily clad, became so badly sun- 
burned that she refused to g-p on with 
the picture. To keep the picture from 
being held up, the 
director hunted 


frantically through the.crowd ot wait- 
ing- "extras" and found .a sirl who. re- 
sembled the star sufficiently to take 
her part In all distant scenes. .When 
the film was finished the close-ups of 
the star and the distant pictures of 
the extra girl were so cleverly com- 
bined that even some of the people 
In the same studio were unable to de- 
tect the substitution. 
Furthermore, 


this particular double did her work so 
well that she was taken out. of the 
extra class and given a contract. 
i 
This, of course; is the way most of 


the doubling- acts are filmed—first the 
close-up* of the star, then' the distant 


' picture of the double. 
In a recent 
western picture, for instance, the star 
was playing- the role of a girl bf the 
prairies whose chief ' recreation was 
taming wild horses. 
In one scene, 
however, in escaping from her pur- 
suers, headed by the villain, she was 
supposed to be thrown from her horse 
after 
jumping 
over 
a 
prccipipe. 
A double who was an expert rider— 
'and 
incidentally a 
man—was em- 
ployed to do. the-precipice'stunt. 
In 


the finished picture the deception, was 
cleverly concealed by showing first a 
series of several close-ups of the star 
spurring her horse forward In an ef- 
fort to escape her pursuers, then a 
darkened picture of the double :iump- 
injr the precipice and falling off the 
horse, and finally a close-up of the 
star lying unconscious on the ground. 


D-iimm,1}- Is Rare. 
The use of the 'dummy in motion 


pictures is now rare, even in the most 
dangerous escapades, such as going 
off a cllfC In an automobile or falling 
out of a twelfth story window, be 
cause it is difficult to deceive a movie 
« 


"snce on this point. They almost 
ys recognize a dummy., 
Hence 


demand for what are known as 
-devil 
doubles 
is tremendous. 


Yet it Is interesting to-discover that 
there is always a. ready supply of men 
at. hand who are willing: to risk their 
lives for ?20 or $30. If a man is hurt 
while performing a dangerous stunt, 
the company takes care of him, pay- 
ing all his expenses. 
Nearly every 


moving picture company-has its -spe- 
cial staff doctor now to look after just 
such emergencies.. '

Executive Says He Sees No 
Reasonable Objections To 
Interpretation of League.

Washington, Aug. .19.—In. a 


conference vat the White House 
today, unprecedented in Ameri- 
can history, President Wilson 
discussed the peace treaty with' 
the senate/oreign "relations com- 
mittee, answered' questions put 
by senators -and gave out_ a 
stenographic transcript of the 
proceedings to the public. 
Some insi'de details, of the 


peace'conference, how the league, 
of nations covenant was drawn 
and other historic happenings— 
were handed out verbatim for 
the World to read, in contrast to 
the time honored procedure of 
secrecy, presidential and sena- 
torial "confidence." 
Nothing approaching the 
con- 


ference in that respect Is recalled 
since George Washing-ton went to the 


, senate .to discuss troubles with the In- 


' 
ar'S' pleads For notification. 
Making a plea for ratification of the 


treaty that the world might be turned 
wholly back 
to 
a 
peace basis, the 
president said he saw no reasonable 
objection to the senate expressing its 
interpretation of the league of nations 
covenant so long as those interpreta- 
tions did not actually become a part 
of the act of ratification. 
.

President Wilson told the foreign 


relations committee at the outset of 
his' conference today that he could see 
no "reasonable objectlo.it" to intcrpre- 
tions of how the United States 
ac- 
cepts the league of-, nations provided 
such interpretations dm not form a 
part of the formal, ratification itself. 
The much discussed article 10, the 


president told the senators, was not of 
doubtful .intepretation when - read in 
connection -with the whole covenant. 
The council, he said, could only 
ad- 
vise" and as its action must be unani- 
mous, the affirmative vote of,the Uni- 
ted States would be necessary for any 
ques'Uon affecting it. 
Article 18 Urged. 
Article 10, the president said, pro- 


vided that where there is a 
dispute 


found to be solely within the jurmdic- 
tlon-of one of the parties, under mtqr- 
natlonanaw, the league council shall 
so report and make no reco'rnraonda- 
tion for its' settlement. Immigration, 
tariffs and the like, the. president said, 
clearly c'ame under that provision. 
The plan for the league finally sub- 


m-itteed in Paris, the president said, 
had been .built up first, from a plan 
drawn by a British committee, head- 
ed by a Mr. Phillimore and later in- 
cluding ideas from a plan, drawn by 
-General Smuts.-

Wilson began his conference with the 
senate foreign relations committee at 
.the White House today with an open- 
ing statement on the peace treaty and 
the league of nations. He said: 


"Mr. 
Chairman.: I am sincerely glad 
that the committee should have re- 
sponded in this way to my intimation 
that I would, like ,to be of service to 
it. 
I welcome the opportunity for a 


frank'and full interchange of views. 
"I/hope too, that this conference 


will serve to expedite your consider- 
ation of the treaty of peace. 
I beg 


that-you will pardon and indulge me 
if I again, .urge that 
practically 
the 


•whole task of bringing the country 
back to normal conditions of life and 
industry waits upon .decision 
of the 
senate wjth regard to the 
J.erms- 'of 


peace.. ' 
• 
"I venture thus again to urge my 


advice that the action of the senate 
with regard to the treaty be taken 
at the earliest practicable moment be- 
cause the problems-with which we are 
face to face in the readjustment of 
our national life are . of 
the 
most 
pressing and critical character, 
will 


'reciuire for their propisr solution the 
most intimate and disinterest opera- 
tion of all parties and all Interests, and 
cannot be postponed without manifest 
peril to our people and to all the na- 
tional advantages we hold most dear. 
May I mention a few of the matters 
which cannot be handled with intelli- 
gence until the country 
knows 
the 
character of the peace it is to have? 
I do so only by a very few tiamples. 


Gives Few Samples. 


' 
"The copper mines of Montana and 
Alaska, for example, are being- kept 
open and in operation only at a grear 
cost and loss, in part upon borrowed 
money; the zinc -mines, of 
Missouri, 


Tenncssse and Wisconsin, are being 
•operated at about one half their 'Cap- 
acity; the lead of Idaho, Illinois, and 
Missouri reaches only a portion of its 
former market; there is an immediate 
need for cotton belting, and also -for 
lubricating oil -which cannot be met, 
all ;becauae the channels pfjlrade are 
barred .by., war when there. Jnjae^-tvar. 
The same is true 
of 
raw 
cotton, of 


which the central empires alone form- 
erly purchased nearly 
four 
million 
bales. 
And these are only examples. 
'There is hardy a single raw material, 
a single important foodstuff or a single 
class of manufactured goods which is 
not in the same case. 
Our full nor- 


mal profitable production waits on 
peace. 
£ 


"Our 
military plans of course wait 
upon it. - We cannot intelligently or 
wisely decide how large a naval 
or 
military force we sharll maintain or 
what our policy with regard to mil- 
itary training- is to be until '•we have 
peace, 
but also until we know how 
peace is to be sustained, whether by 
the arms of single nations or by the 
concert of all the great peoples. 
Army Surpluses Involved. 


"And 
there is more than'that diffi- 


culty Involved. The vast surplus prop- 
erties of the army include not-food and 
clothing merely, -whose sale will affect 
normal production, but great man- 
ufacturing 
establishments 
which 
should be restored to their former uses 
great stores of machine tools and all

Assessment Unfair. 


Mr Cunningham conteuded that as 


the work which has been finished at 
both places was equal at this time he 
did not believe that the Matteson- 
Lindstrom company was being given 
a 
fair assessment. 
He maintained 
that both of the companies building- 
houses were rushing their work as 
rapidly as possible and pointed out 
that at the present date each com- 
pany was about equal. 
City Assessor Frank- L. Smith testi- 


fied 
that, the 
Matteson-T.indstrom 


company had a great deal more work 
finished at the time .the assessment 
was made. 
"I have tried hard to .be 


'exceedingly- liberal ,tq the people who 
ane building .hftw»liousesj,ln- Janesviiie, 
and if you want me 
to assess your 
houses today I will-promise to change 
the figures so you will have a real 
good reason to kick."

Help IJulieors. 


"Sitting here as a member of the 
board all the people building houses 
look alike'to me," Mayor Welsh said, 
'"and although I am heartily In favor 
of being liberal to-all those who are 
building houses, I must say that the 
work - accomplished by -the Janesvllle 
Housing corporation during the time 
prior to July 1 was terribly dis- 
couraging- and I had about given up 
all hopes of the company doing any- 
thing."/

pany and the Jahesville Housing cor- 
poration were discussed. The lots on 
which the Matteson-L-indstrom com-

allowed a certain amount of foodstuff, 
according to the population of its dis- 
trict 
Janesville's amdunt is limited, 
and those who place their orders first 
will have their orders filled first. If 
the supply of anything- runs out, the 
money will be refunded to those who 
have alread- ordered.

Duplicate orders are. made out bv 
the consumer. 
One of the orders is 


kept by the consumer, after being re- 
ceipted by the carrier or postal clerk, 
who takes the order and the money. 
Money sufficient to cover the cost of 
the goods and postage must be hand- 
ed in with the order. The other order 
is filed at the postofflce so that the 
goods can be propertly sorted when 
they arrive. 
A large order Is made 
out each night 
by Postmaster Cun- 


ningham for the goods ordered dur- 
ing- the day.

ASKED FOR $60,000 
POSTOFFK1EADDITION 


A $00 000 addition*to the .Janesville 


post-ofllce will be built next year if 
congress approves the proposal ad- 
vanced by Postmaster J. J. Cunning- 
ham at the meeting- of the board of 
directors at the Chamber of Commerce 
late yesterday afternoon. The unujil- 
mous endorsement of the Chamber of 
Commerce was Riven to the proposi- 
tion and a special committee was ap- 
pointed to proceed with an invcstisja- 


• The proposal calls for the construc- 


tion of a one-story extension along the 
rear of the building-, designed to con- 
form in architecture with the present 
structure. It would not be necessary 
to purchase any additional land as the 
federal property extends GO feet east 
of the rear of the building to the alley 
which oepns on Dodge street.

However, of the 4,200 replies that 
have been received, 7S percent declare 
they would like to continue their edu- 
cation under the provisions of a law 
similar to the Nye bill which would 
provide for free tuition and $30 per 
month expenses while attending school 
for not to exceed four years. 
But the majority of those who have 


been heard from so far are not seeking- 
a college education. Most of them ex- 
pressed a. preference for

school to be established for those who 
can not enter a higher school of learn- 
ing-.

NO DANGER OF 


INFANT PLAGUE 


EPJOEMIG HERE 


Janesville stands in no danger of fac 
ing an infantile paralysis epidemic ac- 
cording to City Health Officer Fred 
Welch, providing ordinary precautions 
are taken. Irnm.edia.ta reporting of any 
cases, strict quarantine .and care to 
keep feverish children under watch 
should free Janesville of any possi- 
bility of trouble he said. Appearance 
of two cases in Janesville has caused 
soms -uneasiness but Dr. Welch is con- 
fident that there will be no epidemic if 
the proper steps to combat the disease 
are taken. 
• 


"Any 
child who shows a'slight fever 
should be given the protection of a 
doctor's inspection" 
Dr. Welch said. 


Dr. Welch explained that this Is the 
time of the year when infantile par- 
alysis thrives best. 
Initial symptoms 


include a. slight -fever, general lassi- 
tdue, and a loss of appetite. 
Chil- 


dren under three years are the most 
susceptible. 
In the primary stage, it 


is impossible for the laym-en to rec- 
ognize, and even a physician may have 
trouble in being- sure that the disease 
is present. 
About 48 hours later, a heavy fever 
sets in, and shortly thereafter paral- 
ysis begins to be noted. 
. 
"It is important," said Dr. Welch, in 
speaking of the Janesville situation, 
"to find any cases that may develop 
before they progress 
too far. .The 


quicker they .are 
isolated 
the 
less 
chance there is for 
the 
disease 
to 


spread."' 
Dr. Welch said that 'despite 
the 
many experiments tried by many of 
the country's leading physicians it has 
never been fully determined whether 
infantile paralysis is arcontact disease. 
The medical profession knows it is an 
acuto anterior poliomyekitis and Wis- 
consin state laws give its period of 
contagion as tliree weeks Dr. Welch 
said. 
"If we can clamp the quarantine 


on any new Janesvillo 
cases 
before 


they pass the primary stage we will 
be doing a great deal to stop the dan- 
ger in Its tracks. 
Mothers 
should 


watch Uheir children—younger 
chil- 
dren 
especially—for. the 
next 
few 
weeks and call a physician 
at 
the 


slightest hint of fever. Keep them 
away from .other children who ap- 
pear to be feversh. In this way the 
juvenile part'•-. of 
Janesville will be 


spared the danger of the dread of the 
disease." 
Dr. Welch told of one case in Janes- 


ville V.here a young- boy less than 5 
years of agre is slowly recovering from 
the disease which left his left arm par- 
alyzed. 
'.It may result in permanent 
disabloment of his arm and he may re- 
cover the use of it after a great while" 
Dr. "Welch said.

sustain' it. Without determinate mar- 
kets our production cannot proceed 
with intelligence or confidence. There 
can be no stabilization of wages be- 
cause there can' oe no settled condi- 
tions of employment. There.can be no 
easy nor normal industrial credits be- 
cause there can be no confident or per- 
manent revival of business. 


AU Jjifo Awaits Peace. 
"But I will not weary you with- ob- 
vious examples. I will only venture to 
repeat that every element of normal 
life amongst us depends 
upon 
and 
awaits the ratificaton of the treaty of 
peace; and also that we cannot afford 
to lose a single summer's day by not 
doing all that we can t'o mitigate the 
winter's suffering .which,, unless 'we 
find means to prevent it, may prove 
disastrous to a. large portion of the 
world and may, at .its worst, bring up- 
on Europe-conditions ev^n more terri- 
ble than those wrought by the war it- 


S°"Nothing, I am 
led 
to 
believe, 
stands in the way of the ratification 
of the treaty except certain doubts 
with regard to .the meaning and im- 
plication of certain articles of the 
covenant of the league of nations; and 
I must frankly say that I am unable 
to understand why such doubts should 
be entertained. You will recall that 
when I had "the pleasure of a .confer- 
ence with your committee and with 
the committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives on foreign affairs 
at 
the 


White House in March, last, the ques- 
tions now most frequent^ asked about 
the league of nations were all 
can- 
vassed, with a view to their immedi- 
ate clarification. 
"The covenant of the .league was 


then in its draft subjec): to revision. 
It was pointed out that no express rec- 
ognition was given to the Monroe doc- 
trine, that it was not specifically de- 
cided that the league should have no 
authority to act or to express a judg- 
ment on matters, of domestic, policy, 
that the rights to withdraw from, the 
league were not expressly recognized 
and that the constitutional right of the 
congress to determine,all questions o£ 
peace and war was not 
sufficiently 


safeguarded. 
On my return to Paris 
all these maters were taken up .again 
by the commission on the league of 
nations and every suggestion of the 
United -States was accepted. 


Views Token I7p. 
"The view of the United States with 
regard to the questions I have men- 
tioned, had, in fact, already been ac- 
cepted by the commission and there 
was supposed to be nothing inconsis- 
tent with them in the draft of the cov- 
enant first adopted-^the draft which 
was the subject of our discussion in 
March but no objection was made say- 
ing cxplicitely in the text what all had 
supposed to be implicit in it. 
There 
was absolutely no doubt as to the 
meaning of any one of. the resulting 
provisions of th.e 
covenant 
in 
the 


minds of'those who .participated in 
drafting them and I respectfully sub- 
mit that there is nothing vague 
or 


doubtful in their wording. 
"The Monroe, doctrine' is.expressly 
mentioned as an understanding which 
is in no way to be impaired or inter- 
fered With by anything contained in 
the covenant and the expression "re- 
gional understanding like the Monroe 
doctrine" was used, not because any 
one of the conferees thought there was 
any comparable agreement anywhere 
else in existence or in contemplation, 
but because it was thought 
best 
to 
avoid the appearance 
of dealing 
in 
such a document with the policy of a 
single nation. 
Absolutely nothing is 


concealed in the phrase, 


Domestic Question Explained. 
"With regard to domestic questions 


XVI of the covenant expressly pro- 
vides that, if in case of.any. dispute 
arising between members of the league 
the matter involved is claimed by one 
of the parties 
"and is found by the 


council to arise out of a matter which 
by international law is solely within 
the domestic jurisdiction of that par- 
ty, the council shall 
so report, 
and 
shall make no recommendation as to 
its settlement." 
The 
United 
States 
was by no means the only government 
interested' in the explicit adoption of 
this provision, and there is no doubt 
in the mind of any authoritative stu- 
dent of international law that such 
matters as immigration, tariffs 
and 
naturalization 
are incontestably do- 


miestic questions -*(vith -which 
no na- 


tional body could deal without- express 
authority to do so. No enumeration of 
domestic questions 
was 
undertaken 


because to undertake it, even by sam- 
ple, 
would have, involved the danger 


of seeming to exclude th<3se.no.t men- 
tioned. 
"The right of any sovereign state to 
withdraw had been ta.ken for granted 
but no objection was made to niaking 
It explicit. Indeed so soon 
as 
the 


views expressed at the White House 
conference were laid before the com- 
mission- it was at once conceded/that 
it was bast not to leave the answer1 to 
so important a question to inference. 


No Tribunal Pjropoecd 


I "No proposal was made to -set 
up 
any tribunal to paes judgment upon ( 
the question whether a. withdrawing 
nation had in fact fulfilled ."all its, in-' 
ternational obligations and all its obli- 
gations under the covenant." 
It was 
recognized that that question must b~e 
"pfit to be resolved by-the conscience 
,jf the nation proposing to withdraw; 
and I must say that it did not seem 
to me worth while to propose that the 
article be made more explicit, because 
I knew that'the United .States would 
never itself propose to -withdraw from 
the league if its conscience was not 
entirely clear as to the .fulfillment of 
all its international obligations. It.has 
never failed to fulfill them and never 
will. 
"Article X is in no respect of doubt- 


ful meaning when read in the light of 
the .covenant >as a whole. The council 
of the league can only "advise upon" 
the means by which the obligations o£ 
that great article are to be given- ef- 
fect to. Unless the United States is a 
party to the policy or action in ques- 
tion, her own affirmative vote, in the 
council, is necessary before any advice 
can be given, for a unanimous vote of 
the council is required. 
If she is a 
party, the trouble is her's anyhow. And 
the ^unanimous vote of the council is 
only advice in any ,case. Each govern- 
ment is free to reject it if it pleases. 
RlgHt «C Congress dear 


"Nothing'could-have 
been 
made 


more clear to the conference than the 
right of our congress under our con- 
stitution to exercise its independent 
judgment in all matters of peace and 
war 
No attempt was made te-ques7 
tion or limit that right. 
The United 


States will, .indeed, undertake' under 
article X.to "respect.and .preserve as 
against external 'aggression the terri- 
torial Integrity'and existing'-,-political 
indopen'dencp.-\bf all members, of ,-the 
league'^'rand'-'^that 'engage-inent" coristi- 


tutes a very'grave and solemn.moral 
obligation. 
But it is a moral, .not a 


legal obligation, and leaves our con- 
gress absolutely free to put its own in- 
terpretation upon it in all cases that 
call for action. -Jt is binding in con- 
science only, not in-.law. 
Article 10 Is Backbone 
L. "Article X seems to me to'constitute 
Hie very backbone of the whole coven- 
ant. 
Without it the league would be 
hardly more than an influential debat- 
ing society. 
"It has several times been suggest- 


ed in public debate and in private con- 
ference, that interpretations 
of 
the 


sense in which the United States ac- 
cepts the engagements of the coven- 
ant should be embodied in the instru- 
ment o£ ratification. 
There can be no 


reasonable objection to such Interpre- 
tations accompanying the act of rati- 
fication provided they do not form a 
part of the.formal 
ratification 
itself. 


Most of the interpretations which have 
been suggested to me embody what 
seems to me .the plain meaning- of the 
instrument itself. 
But if such inter- 


pretations should constitute a part of

Wilson. Questioned 


After the president had delivered 
his statement Senator Lodge said: 


"Mr. President, so far as I am per- 


sonally concerned—and I think I rep- 
resent perhaps the majority of the 
committee in that respect—we i have 
no thought of entering 
upon 
argu- 
ments as to interpretations or points 
of that character; but the committee 
was" very desirous of getting informa- 
tion on certain points which seem not 
clear 'and on which they thought in- 
formation would be- of:'value to have in 
consideration of the treaty wh'ich they, 
I think I may say for 
myself. and 


others, desire to hasten in every possi- 
ble way. 
"Your reference to -the necessity of 


action leads me to ask one question. 
If we have to restore peace to the 
world it is necessary, I assume, that 
thre should bo treaties with Austria, 
Hungary, Turkey and Bulgaria, Those 
treaties are all more or less connected 
with the treaty with Germany.

this treaty." 
Senator Lodge; "I 
do not 
know 
about the other treaties but the treaty 
with Poland, for example, has been 
completed?" 
The president; "Yes and signed; but 


it is dependent upon this treaty. My 
thought was to submit upon the action 
on this,treaty." 


• Senator Lodge then asked whether 
the president could show the commit- 
tee the tentative league 
of 
nations 
drafts submitted by 
Great 
Britain, 


France and Italy. 
The president; "I -would have sent 


them to the' committee with pleasure, 
senator, if IJiad found that I 
had 
them. I took it for granted that I had 
them; but the papers that, remain in 
my hands remain there in a haphazard 
way. 
I can tell you the character of 
the other drafts. 
The British draft 
was the only one as I remember, that 
was in -the form of a definite consti- 
tution of a league. 
The French and 
Italian drafts were in the form of a 
series of 'propositions 
laying 
down 
general rules and assuming that the 
commission, or whatever body 
made 
the final formulations would build up- 
\>n those principles If they were adopt- 
ed.1 They-were principles quite con- 
sistent with .the final action. I remem- 
ber saying to the committee when I 
was here in March, I have forgotten 
the exact words I used, '-but it was 
something to the effect that .the Brit- 
ish draft had constituted the basis.
